1929. and the first cam pers 
arrived the following day. 
About 
325 enrolled for th e first year. Since 
1929 m any im provem ents have been 
m ade to the property which is now 
valued in excess of $47,000.

cam p equipm ent is rated am ong the 
best in P ennsylvania by the state 
d ep a rtm en t of cam ps. 
T he educational program has been 
Im proved steadily u ntil now p rac­

B altim ore, July 20 (AP)—A p re­ 
m ature dynam ite 
explosion 
killed 
ten m em bers of a crew of eighteen 
workm en blasting a w ater tunnel 
through solid rock near the city 
pum ping statio n today. 
T he explosion occurred shortly be­ 
fore th e night shift was to have 
left the tunnel. 
Officials said the 
charge m ust have been set of! by 
accident before the men, m em bers 
of the m ining crew, reached points 
of safety. 
Seven were buried beneath the 
debris, rolled irresistibly through th e 
tunnel by th e blast. 
Of the eleven 
o thers brought to the surface alive, 
th ree died in hospitals. 
T he o thers 
suffered varying injuries. 
T he sh aft, several miles long, is 
being blasted through rock as a 
P W A project to provide an ad d i­ 
tional w ater line for the city w ater 
system .

Timely Reminders for Adams County 
Palmers From State College 
Specialists. 
During July and August vegetable 
seeds germinate in a short time and 
the plants grow rapidly, provided 
sufficient moisture is present. Vege­ 
table gardening specialists say that 
the most frequent reason for failure 
of mid-summer seedings is the loss 
of moisture during germination and 
while the plants are small. 
Train Teams to Pull 
Horses and mules which are to

Drivers who have been most success­ 
ful in contests worked their teams 
up to heavy loads gradually, accord­ 
ing' to livestock specialists.

Back home from the Gettysburg 
reunion, the Rev. Mr. Cocke walked 
his usual five mile;?, and said that he 
felt fine. 
“Too many 
people allow their 
minds to get old before their bodies 
do,” said the Rev. Mr. Cocke, who 
is a retired Baptist minister. 
“Another reason why many people 
now aren’t as hardy as their ances­ 
tors is that they make no exertion 
of physical energy outdoors. 
Few 
people are willing to walk from their 
homes downtown if they can avoid it, 
and that is a mistake. Any kind of 
outdoor exercise helps to strengthen 
the constitution, and I think long, 
vigorous walks are to be particularly 
recommended.” 
The Rev. Mr. Cocke said that a 
contributing factor to his sound con­ 
stitution had been that lie does not 
smoke or drink liquors.
